Stern Wheel towboat, wood hull built by Kahike Boatyard, Rock Island, IL, in 1990. 
(See ledger “to building new LONE STAR") 84° x 20° x 5. On April 15, 1895 she 
towed a barge from the first lock in the Hennepin Canal (entering from the 
Mississippi River) to Milan, this the first commercial tow in the canal. The honor 
was Intended for Captain Walter A. Blair but his steamer WJ. Young, Jr. would not 
fit In the first lock. From 1902 through 1905, she carried a license for passengers, 
probably for occasfonal excursion business, but was back to “inland towing” In 1906. 
She is last listed in 1921 and her machinery and other equipment was used in 


building the new boat of the name in 1922.
